Winter staggers Midwest and East Carter tax

The savage winter of 1977 threw stinging new punches at the reeling Midwest and 
East today. An Ohio utility company urged all its industrial and large commercial 
customers in 56 counties to stop using natural gas immediately so homes will have 
heat during a forecast frigid weekend. 
Hundreds of motorists from Illinois and Minnesota to New York were stranded 
Wednesday night and early today by near-blizzard snows. Long-suffering Buffalo was 
virtually immobilized and 11-foot drifts stacked up in Michigan. 
The mercury dived to 34 below zero in the upper Midwest and temperatures tum­ 
bled deep into the midlands and the East. Another surge of Arctic cold followed close 
behind. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio said it was asking its industrial and large commercial 
customers to use only enough natural gas to provide proper maintenance such as 
keeping pipes from freezing. 
Ohio’s energy experts conferred in Gov. James A. Rhodes' office, and there were 
reports that state officials were preparing to declare a state energy “ crisis.” Rhodes 
issued an official proclamation designating Saturday and Sunday “ public days of 
prayer” for divine help in ending the natural gas shortage during “ the coldest days of 
our lives.” 
Indiana Gov. Otis R. Bowen said energy emergency exists and ordered state 
regulatory agencies to authorize large users of natural gas to switch to alternate fuel 
sources, including coal. 
“ There is no way government can wave a magic wand that will make the natural 


gas shortage disapppear,” Bowen said. “ The supply situation was inadequate to 
begin with. The winter is the coldest in memory.” 
Snowfall from the new storm was relatively li$ht in most areas, but winds gusting 
to 40 miles an hour or more whipped the snow into huge dunes that blocked hundreds 
of highways in the Midwest and Northeast. 
Many major highways were closed in the already snowbound Buffalo area. Police 
and firemen using snowmobiles plucked 140 motorists from the downtown Skyway 
and bedded them down for the night in a nearby church and police station. 


“ You couldn’t see two feet in front of you on that bridge,” one of the rescued 
motorists said. 
The newest blast of severe weather further intensified the nation’s energy crisis, 
which President Carter said has shut down 4,000 industrial plants and put nearly 
400,000 workers out of work. 
Gov. Ray Blanton of Tennessee announced he will ask Carter to declare Tennessee 
a disaster area because of the continuing cold weather and the critical shortage of 
natural gas. Ben Simpson, vice president of East Tennessee Natural Gas, said 
eastern Tennessee is “ just a step away from being worse off than we were when this 
whole thing started last week.” 
In hard-hit Ohio, a spokesman for the Public Utilities Commission said if new 
severe cold hits as forecast, some communities could have natural gas shut off. 
“ There is some concern about unnecessarily alarming the public,” the spokesman, 
John Burrows said, “ but I think it’s better to be safe than sorry.” 
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200,000 jobs for vets eyed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Carter 
administration today announced a 
program designed to provide jobs for 
more than 200,000 of the nation’s 558,000 
unemployed Vietnam veterans. 
Under the plan, announced by Labor 
Secretary F. Ray Marshall just hours 
after he took the oath of office, 50.000 to 
60,000 veterans would be hired by private 
industry, another 145,000 would get 
public service jobs and 2,500 would be in­ 
volved in an “ outreach” program. 
Marshall said Carter will personally 
appeal to heads of major American cor­ 
porations to give top hiring priority to 
veterans, especially those who are dis­ 
abled. The plan will be promoted through 
a campaign entitled "H ire.” 
Marshall said the entire program will 
cost about $1.3 billion with most of the 
money going into the public service jobs 
program 
He said total cost of the program in­ 
cludes $100 million to reimburse private 
companies who hire veterans for any ex­ 
tra costs they incur in the process. About 
$1.2 billion will be used to provide public 
service jobs for the rest of this fiscal 
>ear and in fiscal 1978 
Noting that Carter has indicated jobs 
for veterans will be a top priority in his 
administration. Marshall said the jobless 
rate among some groups of veterans 
ranges as high as 22 per cent. 
Overall, he said, there are 558,000 un­ 
employed veterans between the ages of 
20 to 34 Unemployment is 22 per cent 
among black veterans 20-24 and 14.7 per 
cent for those whites in that age group. 
Marshall said most of the jobs 
program can be implemented without 
congressional approval and it will be put 
into motion immediately 
Mondale 
in London 


LONDON (U PI) - Vice President 
Walter Mondale arrived in London from 
Italy today to discuss international 
economics, the Rhodesian crisis and the 
Cyprus issue with British leaders. 


Mondale, halfway through his globe 
circling diplomatic mission on behalf of 
the new Carter administration, spent the 
morning conferring with Pope Paul VI 
and two other top Vatican officials on the 
humanitarian and spiritual aspects of 
world problems. 
In his meeting with Mondale. the Pope 
said he was convinced that President 
Carter's commitment to reduce the 
number of nuclear weapons would be of 
“ immense service to the world ” 
Officials traveling with Mondale said 
economics, the Rhodesian problem and 
Cyprus were likely agenda topics during 
his two-hour afternoon meeting with 
Prime Minister James Callaghan at 10 
Downing Street. 


Direct election 
amendment urged 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Members of 
Congress, warning that last November’s 
close election could have resulted in 
chaos, today urged swift enactment of a 
constitutional amendment for the direct 
election of a president by popular vote. 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
R-S.C., 
however, argued for a compromise 
modification in the current Electoral 
College system, warning that direct elec­ 
tion would encourage political parties to 
nominate popular, favorite son can­ 
didates from large states. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Carter 
administration today proposed tax 
rebates and special payments of $50 for 
almost every man, woman and child in 
the country as part of a $31.2 billion 
program to shove the economy toward 
recovery. 
The rebates, expected to go to % per 
cent of the American public, would be 
mailed automatically in April, May or 
June to taxpayers, Social Security 
recipients and those receiving the 
special earned income credit for the 
working poor. 
Congress is expected to give quick ap­ 
proval to the program, presented to the 
House Budget Committee today by top 
administration officials. 
Outlined by Treasury Secretary 
Michael Blumenthal, chief economic ad­ 
viser Charles Schultze and Budget Direc­ 
tor Bert Lance, the plan is also designed 
to create additional jobs through in­ 
creased public service, training and 
public works jobs. 
As expected, the program con­ 
centrates on tax rebates and tax cuts as 
a means of stimulating the economy, 
with job-related programs accounting 
for $9.3 billion of the two-year program. 
“ The recovery from the worst reces­ 
sion of the past 40 years has, to date, 
been disappointing,” said Schultze. “ And 
without vigorous action, it shows signs of 
continuing disappointment.” 
Schultze said it was not possible to 
predict the exact effect of the program 
on the economy, but “ in broad terms” by 
the end of 1977 unemployment should fall 
from its present 7.8 per cent “ to the 
neighborhood of 6.7 to 6.9 per cent, and 
should fall still further in 1978.” 
Real economic growth should increase 
by the end of 1977 to 5% to 6 per cent in­ 
stead of the currently predicted 4l/2 to 
43/4 per cent, he said. 
However, “ the rate of inflation during 
the coming year should be affected only 
minimally by the stimulus package.” 
Schultze added. 
“ This program ... will add a modest 


general stimulus to the economy through 
$50-per-person rebates, tax reduction 
and larger countercyclical grants to 
states and localities,” Lance said. 
Lance said the adm inistration 
proposed “ tax rebates on calendar year 
1976 liabilities of $50 for each taxpayer 
and each of the taxpayer’s dependents as 
well as a $50 payment for each earned in­ 
come credit recipient.” 
He said the cash payments would also 
go to each social security recipient and 
each supplemental security income 
recipient. 
The approximately eight million 
Americans who would not get the rebate 
break down basically into two groups: 
— Students who are claimed as depen­ 
dents on their parents’ forms. 
— About four million of the poor who 
essentially fall through a crack — they 
have no Social Security, no children and 
do not earn enough to pay any tax. 
The rebate, if it is approved by 
Congress, basically will work this way: 
— Those who pay tax will get $50 for 
themselves and each dependent, no mat­ 
ter how many dependents and no matter 
how much they make. However, the pay­ 
ment may not be greater than actual 1976 
taxes paid. If they paid only $10 in taxes, 
they would get back only $10. 


— Each beneficiary of Social Security, 
SSI and Railroad Retirement would 
receive special payments of $50. Those 
eligible for the earned income credit 
would receive $50 for themselves and 
each dependent even if they paid no tax. 
The earned income credit goes to 
married couples with children who earn 
less than $8,000 a year. 


In addition to the tax rebates, the ad­ 
ministration plan calls for a small per­ 
manent tax cut by abolishing the 
minimum standard deduction and allow­ 
ing everyone to claim the maximum 
deduction of $2,800 for couples and $2,400 
for singles. This would amount to a tax 
cut for low and moderate income 
persons.

W HILE across the nation President Jimmy Carter was telling a National Prayer 
Breakfast in Washington that “ cumulative humility ought never to be equated with 
dominant national pride,” Ray Schmautz, former Oakland Raider linebacker, was 
telling a Lompoc Valley audience at Vandenberg Air Force Base how bringing God 
into his heart through Jesus Christ had changed his entire life. With Schmautz is his 
wife. Jan. and Col. Wayne Rowland, chief chaplain at VAFB. and Bng. Gen. Stuart 
Sherman. 1STRAD commander. Following the Washington breakfast, Carter 
presided over the swearing in of Labor Secretary Ray Marshall and then announced

County planning commissioners 
scheduling field trip to Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez Valleys on Friday

Residents had better speak up or the 
proposed racquetball facility will be lost 
to the city, chairman of the Parks and 
Recreation Commission Mike Siminski 
warned last night in a special meeting. 
The chairman suggested that if 
negotiations between the city and county 
fall through and the county-owned lot 
behind the Lompoc Shopping Center is 
lost, residents should be present at 
Tuesday s City Council meeting to voice 
their support of putting the facility in 
Ryon Park, the alternate site. 
“ I don't think the facility should be lost 
to the city and I don't believe there are 
any strong reasons for not putting it in 
Ryon Park.” he said. 
‘ Some fears that something might oc­ 
cur have been expressed, but I'm confi­ 
dent we can prevent this from hap­ 
pening " assured Siminski. 
Some residents who live across from 
Ryon Park have opposed putting the 
facility in the park because they claim it 
would boost the traffic problem that 
already exists and that opening the park 
parking lot may create again “ an attrac­ 
tive nuisance in the evening” for teen­ 
agers. 
BKB Associates of Ventura, a private 
firm, first made an offer to build a 
$400,000 racquetball facility in July, but 
controversy has stalled any construc­ 
tion 
“ 1 have observed in Lompoc that when 
something is proposed those in favor of it 
just sit back and wait for it to happen and 
those in opposition speak up,” Siminski 
said 
“ Many people have told me they are in 
favor of the facility,” he continued, “ but 
they have not let the council know. The 
few who are against the facility have 
spoken up ” 
Three residents — Jim Sazani. Ron 
Bond and Scott Ostler — attended the 
meeting “ to let the commission know 
there are people in favor of the facility.” 


“ We are afraid this thing is going to be 
lost. To me it is inconceivable that there 
would be any argument against it There 
is no way the city can lose.” Sazani said 
today. 


He added. “ I think some selfish people 
by Ryon Park were able to get to a cou­ 
ple of city councilmen and stop the 
thing 
He said he prefers that the facility be 
put in Ryon Park rather than on the lot 
between the shopping center and Lom­ 
poc High School It might become a 
“ hangout” for students, he said 
“The adults in this town need 
somewhere they can go and get some ex­ 
ercise,” Sanzani commented. 
Ostler says, “ When it comes to indoor 
recreational facilities in Lompoc, adults 
are simply left out in the cold No gyms, 
YMCAs, health clubs or anything like 
that I think it’s time we considered the 
recreational needs for adults.” 
Siminski said he was glad to see the 
residents at the meeting and suggested 
McCammon quits

Larry G McCammon has withdrawn 
from the school board race because of 
personal reasons, he announced today. 
The announcement was too late for his 
name to be removed from the ballot for 
the March 8 election, according to 
Deputy County Clerk Ann Sweet. 
McCammon of 912 E Bell Ave., is an 
electrical lineman for the city of Lom­ 
poc. Major plank in his campaign was a 
plea for a fundamental school, as he 
enunciated at the first candidates’ forum 
recently at La Honda School.

The commission reaffirmed its un­ 
animous position that the racquetball 
facility go in Ryon Park if the city and 
county fail to reach an agreement on the 
4.5 acre parcel next to the shopping 
center. 
BKB advised the city last week that 
unless some type of decision is made for 
a site by February 15, it would withdraw 
its offer 
In other business, the commission 
heard a report from a subcommittee on 
raising the fees charged for use of city 
buildings and equipment and for swimm­ 
ing at the municipal pool. 
The recommended increases are youth 
swim classes from $4 to $5; adult swim 
classes from $5 to $7.50, adult public 
swim from 60 to 75 cents; teen public 
swim from 40 to 50 cents and children 
public swim from 30 cents to 50 cents. 
Increases in building use were raised 
to $10 a day for the park and recreation 
administrative room, the Pioneer Park 
building and the civic auditorium music 
room The civic auditorium would go up 
to $60 a day. 
Rental of chairs was recommended to 
go up from 5 cents a day to 25 cents a 
day. Also recommended was a $20 fee for 
rental of amplification equipment and a 
$15 charge for each time a group fails to 
pick up a building key and a staff 
member has to go to the department of­ 
fice after working hours or on the 
weekends to check out the key to them. 


Another price change was to increase 
the rental of the swimming pool to $25 
for two hours and $12.50 an hour after 
that. 
The fee changes, which are being 
recommended for various reasons, will 
be put in resolution form and the com­ 
mission will vote on it at its next regular 
meeting. 
About the changes Siminski said, “ We 
think they are reasonable. We’ve kept 
them as low as possible. 


“ If the public has any comments, we 
would like to hear them before we pass 
the resolution

The state-federal subsidized school 
lunch program now being planned for the 
district will provide nutritious meals at 
bargain prices, but it will doom the sale 
of junk foods and pose a threat to the 
economic lifestyle of the PTA and 
campus organizations 
The school board is in the throes of 
deciding whether to build an all-new 
central kitchen or to 
adopt La Mesa 
School for a food production center in 
order to meet the mandate of federal law. 
Needy children must be provided at 
least one nutritious meal a day beginning 
July 1. For all practical purposes this 
means the opening day of school in 
September. 
Supt. Clarence Bloom and Joe Carlin, 
district business manager, went to 
Sacramento Wednesday, to present 
details of the district’s effort in a bid for 
federal funding. Up to 100 per cent of the 
cost of kitchen equipment is reimbursi- 
ble from federal food service programs. 
Cost of the meals themselves is as­ 
sured from state and federal subsidies. 
Some children will get all free meals and 
others will get meals at reduced rates. 
The district is required to protect the 
identity of the recipients 
All that is one side of the coin On the 
other side, minor crisis of sorts accom­ 
panies the food program: School district 
recipients of federal food service aid 
must restrict competitive sales of food 
on campus. Student organizations 
historically have earned substantial 
sums of money from snack bars at the 
district's four secondary schools. In the 
same vein, the PTA has earned money 
regularly from sales of hotdogs and ice 
cream in the schools. 
The earnings in both cases have been 
used to support campus organizations, in 
the case of the PTA to fund the purchase 
of all manner of school equipment. 
Judy Goard, president of the Lompoc 
Valley PTA Council, said individual PTA 
units had been discussing the question 
since last August and would make some 
decisions at a council meeting scheduled 
for Feb 16 
Goard said the PTA members now 
faced a “ totally different financial pic­ 
ture" with the advent of the food service 
regulations. “ For the first time,” she 
said this week, “ we’re going to have to 
take a hard look at where our money 
comes and where it goes. Whatever is 
done will be districtwide. It’s going to 
hurt, but we won’t be affected as much 


as the snack bars.” Later she said, “ It 
may be a good thing because it will force 
us to re-evaluate our fund-raising 
program." She said the PTA could turn 
to carnivals and book fairs to earn 
money. 
Bob Mott, principal of Lompoc Junior 
High School, estimated his school s 
snack bar earns about $2,500 a year, and 
that $1,000 of that amount goes to pay 
referees in the interscholastic sports 
program, and to buy athletic equipment 
and awards. He said the imminent cur­ 
tailment of snack bar operations had 
forced them to do some belt tightening 
Mott is looking into the possibility of 
replacing the snack bar with a student 
store and he’s instituted a new fee 
schedule for associated student body 
cards on a trial basis. 
Administrators are studying the issue 
at Vandenberg Junior High School 
Biggest impact will probably be at the 
high school level. 
Dave Herber, administrative dean at 
Lompoc High School, said the school’s 
snack bar earns about $4,000 to $4,500 
yearly and about $3,000 to $3,200 of that 
amount is given to support such ac­ 
tivities as cheerleaders, song leaders, 
drill team, flag twirling, forensics, 
American Field Service student ex­ 
change programs, the band, choir, 
majorettes and the school’s newspaper. 
Smoke Signals. Herber says a sum of 
money also goes for a welfare program 
to aid needy children. 
Herber says the school’s activities 
directors are scheduled to discuss the is­ 
sue in depth at a meeting in March and 
that student body officers who will take 
office following an election in April, will 
have to make some major decisions. 
Similar studies and discussions are 
also under way at Cabrillo High School. 


Traditionally the snack bars have sold 
hamburgers, hotdogs, salads and 
sandwiches, but they have also sold what 
has been described as “ junk foods.” 


Carlin said recently that some school 
officials hoped to use the advent of the 
food service program as a chance to 
strike a blow for nutrition. That could 
mean an almost total ban on the com­ 
petitive sale of any foods by snack bars 
or the PTA. Under the regulations, 
however, both groups could sell some 
food at prescribed times. Basis of the 
federal requirement that a district 
restrict competitive food sales is the 
concern for the dollar and cents success 
of the food program, Carlin said. 
Hearing set on sewer rates 


A California Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion hearing will be held next Tuesday in 
Lompoc on the application of Park Water 
Co , for authority to increase monthly 
sewer rates 165 per cent in Vandenberg 
Village. 


Proceedings will begin at 10 a.m. in 
Veterans Memorial Building, H Street 
and Locust Avenue with PUC examiner 
James D Tante presiding. 


In its application to the PUC, the 
utility company contends it is losing 
money at present rates and seeks rates it 
says will allow a 9 5 per cent return on 
the investment. 


Present rate of $5 25 for single family 
residences and apartments would go up 
to $14.50. Correspondingly higher rates 
are proposed for commercial customers. 
Park Water Co.. serves about 1,800 
customers. 
Opposition to the rate increase request 
is expected to come from Vandenberg 
Village Association. Figures released by 
the association show a company 
projected increase of Cabrillo High 
School’s monthly bill from the present 
$153 a month to $1,023. 
Officers of the association plan to 
make a presentation in opposition to the 
increase

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Senate concludes 
action on cabinet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Labor Secretary Ray 
M arshall, a soft-spoken p rofessor w hose 
economic expertise was never questioned, ul­ 
timately drew as much opposition in the Senate 
as Griffin Bell. President Carter’s most con­ 
troversial Cabinet appointee. 
The S en a te’s con firm ation of M arshall 
Wednesday completed the new Cabinet. The vote 
on the 50-year old University of Texas expert on 
manpower issues was 74 to 20. 
Former Rep. Andrew Young of Georgia later 
was confirmed 89 to 3 as ambassador to the 
United Nations, a non-cabinet job with Cabinet 
rank. 
Marshall had not been considered as con­ 
troversial a nominee as Attorney General Bell, 
but the vote on Marshall’s confirmation was 
strikingly sim ilar to the 75-21 tally on Bell. 
Bell was sworn in Wednesday in a ceremony 
that included opening the big double doors of the 
Justice Department building for the first time 
since 1970 Marshall was to take the oath of of­ 
fice today at the White House. 
Opposition to the two appointments came 
from different quarters Bell was opposed by 
liberal Democrats on his civil rights record, and 
Marshall by conservative Republicans for his 
pro-labor stands 
Marshall raised the ire of conservatives dur­ 
ing hearings before the Senate Labor Com­ 
m ittee, where he sided on every issue with the 
opinions expressed by organized labor. 


Speaking for the opposition, Sen. Harry Byrd, 
I-Va., declared that M arshall’s pro-labor views 
“constitute nothing less than extrem ism .” 
The conservatives were upset by Marshall’s 
bold support for repeal of right-to-work laws, 
strikes by public em ployes, som e form of un­ 
ionization in the military and a controversial 
construction industry picketing bill vetoed by 
Gerald Ford 
Marshall 
told the com m ittee he favored 
collective bargaining in the armed forces, but 
did not condone striking by soldiers He later 
corrected the record to stipulate that he favored 
only “som e form ” of bargaining. 
In response to a later inquiry, Marshall also 
reportedly assured Sen. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S.C., that he would not be an active advocate of 
bargaining in the military or any of the other 
controversial labor issues. 
Sen. Orin Hatch, R-Utah, said he suspected 
that Marshall was backing down on his earlier 
statem ents simply to win Senate approval. He 
prom ised there would be a clam or for 
Marshall’s resignation if he breaks his promise 
to Thurmond. 
Eight of Carter’s Cabinet appointees were 
confirmed on Inauguration Day. But the Senate 
delayed action on Bell, Marshall and HEW 
Secretary Joseph 
Califano to allow longer 
debate Califano received only one dissenting 
vote, an expression of opposition to his view 
against abortion. 
Coffee producers prepare 
$50 million ad campaign 


United Press International 
World coffee-producers — 
proclaiming them selves help­ 
less against soaring prices — 
prepared to stalk 
rebellious 
consumers with a $50 million ad 
cam paign today, but in the 
United States, declining profits 
haunted the largest American 
wholesaler, hinting at coffee 
boycott inroads. 
Thirteen coffee nations — led 
by Brazil, the world’s largest 
producer — m et at their London 
headquarters under the tight 
security to plan a promotion 
one observer said may not be 
visible for years. 
The promotion, designed to 
convince consum ers to keep 
drinking coffee even if it hits a 
predicted price of $5 a pound by 
the end of the year, will be 
financed by an assessm ent on 
each 112-pound bag exported on 


the world market, matched by 
funds from coffee dealers in 
consumer nations The produc­ 
ers planned to stretch the cam ­ 
paign over a six-year period. 


Their proposals were present­ 
ed to the full 42-nation promo­ 
tion com m ittee today, but no 
details of specific campaigns in 
individual cou n tries — in­ 
cluding the U nited S ta tes, 
which drinks 42.2 per cent of all 
the coffee on the world market 
— were expected. 


“I would be very surprised if 
a great deal (of the publicity 
money) was spent just now, 
said one American delegate 
“With all the talk about prices, 
consumer boycotts, coffee sub­ 
stitutes and all that, coffee is 
getting so much publicity just 
now that we don’t have to 
advertise.” 


In White Plains, N.Y., Gener­ 
al Foods, the largest U.S. cof­ 
fee wholesaler, reported a 15 
per cent decline in third quarter 
earnings. A spokesman for the 
firm, which last week raised 
ground coffee prices to a record 
$3 11 a pound, blam ed the 
decline on “ reduced profits 
from our coffee business, both 
here and abroad.” 
There was little evidence the 
American boycott — backed by 
increasing numbers of super­ 
markets and restaurants — was 
being felt in Brazil. 
The Brazilian Coffee Institute 
Wednesday announced the sale 
of 166,600 sacks of coffee to 
Algeria and 216.000 sacks to 
Yugoslavia. An IBC spokesman 
said the sales boosted Brazil’s 
projected 1977 coffee exports to 
so c ia list cou n tries to

million sacks.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Energy Commission plans 
to hold hearings to determ ine if 
Southern 
C alifornia 
pow er 
plants can provide electricity 
for drought-troubled Northern 
California this summer. 
The com m ission Wednesday 
adopted a resolution ordering 
the hearings after Commission­ 
er Em ilio Varanini III pointed 
out this year’s drought may 
reduce the amount of power 
north state residents usually 
g et from C aliforn ia's v a st 
hydroelectric system . 
He said id le g e n era tin g 
facilities in the south state 
could be used to produce power 
for Northern California 
Generating plants such as the 
Los Angeles D epartm ent of 
Water and Pow er’s Scattergood 
facility are not being used 
because natural gas is not 
available in Southern California 
for electricity generation. The 
plants cannot burn oil because 
of air pollution problems. 
“The state must be prepared 
for possible energy em ergen­ 
cies created by the drought,” 


Varanini said. "E xcess energy 
capacity exists in California to 
m eet such em ergencies, and a 
plan which could be im plem ent­ 
ed im m ediately must be develo­ 
ped.” 
Varanini said the hearings 
are needed to determ ine how

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Carter’s request for 
t e m p o r a r y 
e m e r g e n c y 
authority to allocate natural 
gas supplies has wide support in 
Congress but many members 
doubt it will do much to ease 
this winter’s crisis. 
“ It is like saying to someone 
who has smoked for 30 years 
and who has a spot on his lungs, 
‘Stop sm oking,’” said Rep 
Robert Krueger, D-Tex. “ He 
can stop sm oking, but that 
doesn’t m ean his health is 
restored ” 
Congressional 
leaders 
said 
there might be action on the 
Carter proposal by next week 
Rep William Hughes, D-N.J . 
who represents much of the 
southern New Jersey glass in­ 
dustry hard hit by natural gas 
shortages for several winters, 
said he was “delighted” with 
the emergency proposal. 
‘I don’t think it will trigger a 
sufficient amount of new gas to 
reallv rectify the problem,” 
Hughes said “The shortfall is 


too great, but it will help.” 
Hughes said he will introduce 
a bill for the federal govern­ 
ment to regulate all gas, both 
interstate and intrastate; place 
allocations under the control of 
the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion, and require conservation 
by industries.

VATICAN CITY (U P I) - The 
Pope categorically and un­ 
equivocally maintained his ban 
on women as Roman Catholic 
priests today because a priest 
must bear a “natural resem ­ 
blance” to Christ. 
A major document approved 
by Pope Paul VI rejected any 
c la im 
by w o m e n 
to th e 
priesthood on the grounds of 
equality, saying that the dif­ 
ferences betw een the sexes 
were more important than dif­ 
ferences in color. 
The Sacred Congregation for 
the D octrin e of the Faith 
published the 18-page document 
under the title “ Declaration on 
the question of the admission of 
women to the priesthood” and 
said the 79-year-old Pope had 
approved, confirmed and or­ 
dered its publication. 
Advance copies in several 
languages were distributed to 
Roman Catholic church leaders 
all over the world 
In the strongest denunciation 
to date of the idea of women 
priests, the document says that 
since Christ was a man. all 
priests must be men 
It quotes St. C yprian as 
saying: “The priest truly acts 
in the place of Christ” and adds 
that in distributing bread and 
wine at communion he not only 
acts through Christ but is “tak­ 
ing the role of Christ, to the 
point of being His very image, 
when he pronounces the words 
of consecration.” 
The docum ent quotes St 
Thomas as saying that sacra­ 
mental signs “ represent what 
they signify by natural resem ­ 
blance ” 
It adds:“The same natural 
resemblance is required for 
persons as for things: when 
Christ’s role in the Eucharist is 
to be expressed sacram entally, 
there would not be this ‘natural 
resem blance’ which must exist 
b e tw e e n C h r ist and H is 


minister if the role of Christ 
were not taken by a man: in 
such a case it would be difficult 
to see in the minister the image 
of Christ. For Chirst Himself 
was and remains a m an.” 


The document also says: “It 
is indeed evident that in human 
beings the difference of sex ex­ 
ercises an important influence, 
much deeper than, for example, 
ethnic differences: the latter do 
not affect the human person as 
intimately as the difference of 
sex .” 


It also questions whether 
women who say they feel a call 
to the priesthood are experienc­ 
ing a “genuine vocation.’’ 


The declaration goes on 
“Women who express a desire 
for the ministerial priesthood 
are doubtless motivated by the 
desire to serve Christ and the 
Church And it is not surprising 
that, at a tim e when they are 
becoming more aware of the 
discriminations to which they 
have been subject, they should 
desire the ministerial priest­ 
hood itself.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An Atlantic Richfield Co. 
spokesman says the company is still "cautiously op­ 
timistic" about building a $1 billion petrochemical 
project in the same area where Dow Chemical Co. recent­ 
ly decided against constructing a $500 million facility.

1 million persons are un­ 
employed in California com­ 
pared with 7 million nationwide 
— a figure he said was greatly 
"out of proportion.” 
Unemployment in the build­ 
ing trades is closer to 30 per 
cent and there are twice as 


many people entering the labor 
force as going out, Monagan ad­ 
ded 
“We need about 260,000 jobs 
per year" to decrease unem­ 
ployment to 6 per cent by 1982, 
a figure Monagan said was 
"still unacceptable.”

Shivering Americans find 
ways to meet energy crisis

Rod Dingus fights the energy 
crisis at his Kentucky home 
with the help of his three dogs. 
Minnesota school children sug­ 
gested eating more hot sauce. 
And in North Carolina, Wilfred 
Smith just prays to make it 
through the night. 
While governm ent leaders 
struggled for a solution to the 
energy shortage, which has 
idled 380,000 workers across the 
nation and closed all schools in 
Pennsylvania, shivering Ameri­ 
cans tried to find ways to ease 
their own personal energy 
crises. 
The cold weather froze the 
fuel oil tank at Dingus’ home in 
Hebron. Ky., but he solved the 
problem with the help of his 
three dogs. 
“ I ’ve put 
som e plywood 
around the tank and I have my 
three dogs sleep right under­ 
neath the tank,” he said. “Their 
body heat helps keep the tank 
from freezing. They like it in 
there. They’re keeping warmer 
them selves ” 


Wilfred Smith, 59, is one of 
the residents of Durham, N.C., 
who found they could not afford 
enough fuel to heat their homes. 
“ I w rap up in tw o old 
blankets and just sit up all night 
and smoke my pipe and pray for 
the morning to com e,” Smith 
said. 
D urham 
r e sid e n ts 
w ere 
shocked by the deaths of two 
elderly persons, found huddled 
in an unheated home last week. 
“People were saying, ‘My 
God, if people right here in our 
own back yard were literally 
freezing to death, there must be 
something we can do about it’,” 
said the Rev. Robert Young, a 
Duke University minister. He is 
how h elp in g co o rd in a te a 
project to provide wood for the 
poorer residents of Durham. 
Young said volunteers have 
provided money, wood and fuel 
oil to help about 600 fam ilies 
like Smith’s.

Baseball matchup 
It's Miller vs. agents 


NEW YORK (U PI) — The executive director of the Major 
League Plavers Association believes he has a new obligation 
— to protect the players from the agents who negotiate their 
contracts 
Citing a recent study by the Select House Committee on 
Professional Sports. Marvin Miller said Wednesday that 
steps are being taken to establish a uniform code of ethics 
for player representatives He said he had no evidence that 
"any agent acted improperly’’ but added, "m y prime con­ 
cern is for the potential dangers that exist " 
Miller s statement was immediately labeled "petty 
jealousy 
by Jerry Kapstein. the agent who negotiated con­ 
tracts for 10 players in the major leagues' first re-entry 
draft 
Miller had accused Kapstein of not acting in the best in­ 
terests of his clients by trying to take away the players’ 
freedom during contract talks with clubs this winter. 
"In an effort to be innovative. Kapstein offered a special 
covenant which would take away that player’s freedom after 
his contract had expired." said Dick Moss, counsel for the 
Players Association "In the contract. Kapstein offered the 
right of first refusal to the club should his client get other of­ 
fers after the contract expires

"The basic agreement provides players with a chance to 
become free agents again after their contracts have ex­ 
pired." he said "By giving a club first refusal, you’re 
limiting that player in the choices he can m ake....’’ 
Miller said Kapstein negotiated one contract which gave 
him $115.000 out of the $150.000 bonus paid to the player by 
the club 
"In most cases a player isn t even present when negotia­ 
tions are taking place. It is possible that payments to agents 
can force clubs to pay less to players And. if a club is paying 
money directly to the agent, isn’t this a conflict of interest? 
How do we know the agent is really getting the best possible 
deal for his client? How do we know that he hasn’t made 
some bonus deal with the club to deliver that player?" 
Miller also said that up-front payments to the agents mean 
that they really are getting far more than the five or six per 
cent they say they are 
First baseman Steve Garvey of the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
one of Kapstein's clients, was quick to jump to the agent's 
defense. 
"As far as I’m concerned, he has always had his clients 
first and foremost on his mind Maybe the player wanted to 
pay Jerry up front. That's his prerogative."

Standings Ernie won't crawl 
into Hall of Fame 


It hurt him, though, and one day a few years 
ago when he couldn’t keep it inside him 
anymore, he snapped: “ Even if they elected me. 
I wouldn’t show up for the ceremony. All they 
want to rem em ber is is that I couldn’t run.“ 
The present generation of baseball fans does 
not relate to Ernie Lombardi, who played in the 
majors from 1931 until 1947 and appeared in two 
World Series with Cincinnati, but the things he 
did as a ballplayer have not been forgotten. Peo­ 
ple still recognize the name, not only in Oakland 
where he lives, but also outside it. 
Ernie Lombardi is one of those individuals 
everybody takes to immediately, one who gets 
your respect not by demanding it, but by the way 
he conducts himself. He’d never complain or ask 
for a handout although he certainly isn’t living in 
any lap of luxury. 
Horace Stoneham heard Lombardi was up 
against it and gave him a job at Candlestick 
Park a few years ago. Ernie was the press box 
attendant and his job was to get coffee or beer 
for the reporters. They liked him so much and 
thought so highly of him, they felt self-conscious 
about asking him to fetch anything for them 
Generally, they’d go get whatever they wanted 
themselves. 
“Ernie always had this easy-going nature 
about him ," says Gabe Paul, the Yankees’ 
President who worked in the Reds’ front office 
when Lombardi caught for them “ He was the 
guy all the kid players would loan money from 
He was a soft touch I never knew him to turn 
anyone down He was greatly under-rated as a 
catcher, too They’d talk about him being slow, 
but he had a tremendous arm and he was one of 
the best 1 ever saw at picking men off first 
base.” 
Sometimes, on a particularly wide pitch. Lom­ 
bardi would reach out and grab the ball in his 
bare hand I’ve seen him do it more than once, 
and I'd like to see him do it again a week from 
today. I think Ernie Lombardi has one coming to 
him

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ernie Lombardi didn’t 
run, he waddled, but he never crawled, and he 
certainly wouldn’t know how to begin now. Not 
at 68. 
But, there’s one thing big Ernie would like 
more than anything else in his life. Something 
he’s been waiting and hoping for nearly a 
quarter century. 
He’d rarely come out and talk about it himself, 
but I think it’s tim e somebody else should, par­ 
ticularly since the Committee on Veterans is 
meeting this week to announce who will accom­ 
pany Ernie Banks into Baseball’s Hall of Fame 
in August 
There are 12 members on this committee, 
whose function boils down mostly to “ recon­ 
sidering" those veterans or old-timers who were 
passed over in the voting by the Baseball 
W riters' Association of America during their 20- 
year period of eligibility. 
It takes nine of 12 votes for someone like Ernie 
Lombardi to be elected and I understand he 
received as many as seven a couple of years ago, 
but for the past year or two, he has retrogressed 
and received only five or six 
If the Committee on Veterans' principal job is 
to look back and reconsider, I ’d strongly suggest 
they look back and reconsider Ernie Lombardi 
a man who batted .300 or better 10 tim es in his 17 
years in the m ajors; was the only catcher in 
baseball history to lead the league in hitting 
tw ice; had a 385 average for five All-Star games 
and was once voted the National League’s Most 
Valuable Player even though he was so slow get­ 
ting down to first base that a major newspaper 
made it a front page headline when he once beat 
out a bunt. 
A lot of people laughed at the friendly, good- 
natured Lombardi when he played with the 
Dodgers, Reds, Braves and Giants. They 
laughed at the way he ran and that prominent 
nose of his, which earned him his nickname 
“ Schnozz." Nobody ever laughed, though, at the 
way he hit a baseball 
With a bat in his hands, six-foot-three, 230- 
pound Ernie Lombardi was like King Kong Ut­ 
terly destructive He was so strong and hit the 
ball so bad. the infielders played shallow outfield 
every time he came up 


For a long tim e now, Lombardi has seen 
players voted into the Hall of Fam e who couldn’t 
carry his bat and he said nothing

“Perhaps, the pressures of 
re p la c in g som eone are 
more severe,” he says, “but 
there is a big advantage, 
also. I went into a show that 
already has momentum - 
acceptance. You have time 
to work out problems in a 
going series.” 
“At the outset, you want to 
make sure this is the best 
thing you’ve ever done, to 
help along the next big 
step.” 
Hatch makes no pretense 
to hide his goals, and they 
go far beyond this particu­ 
lar series, which he con­ 
siders part of his growing 
process as an actor. He 
wants to continue acting. He 
also wants to write, and 
direct, and produce. He also 
loves to sing, and compose 
music, and he’s already put­ 
ting an act together for 
clubs and concerts. 
He’s already written a 
movie script in collabora­ 
tion with Paul Aaron. It’s 
the story of the transition a 
woman has to make after 
the death of her husband. 
Hatch plans to co-produce 
the film. In a sense, he’s tak- 
; lg a similar course taken 
by his p red ecesso r on 
Streets of San Francisco, 
Michael Douglas, who pro­ 
duced the enormously suc­ 
cessful “One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest,” last year’s 
big Academy Award win­ 
ner. Douglas left the show, 
then, to concentrate on pro­ 
ducing. 


Streets of San Francisco 
provided Hatch with the 
first opportunity to act his 
own age. 
“I’d always played some­ 
one younger, more often 
than not, the juvenile roles," 
he notes. “The soaps ex­ 
posed me to one audience 
set. Now. there is a much

broader audience out there 
for me. More people recogn­ 
ize me.” 


But prime time television 
is a great risk, Hatch feels, 
to the dedicated actor. 


“Television doesn’t lend 
itself to the most creative 
atmosphere,” he contends. 
“Ultimately, if you have 
ability, you have to make 
out for yourself. The people 
in television package you in 
a certain way. So much of 
the function, and result is 
lacking in depth, and is so 
mediocre that it falls apart, 
and the actor falls out. 
“I want to effect people in 
a positive way,” he con­ 
tinues, “and make them feel 
better for having seen what 
I’ve done. I see a lot of 
negativity and destructive­ 
ness, not just in television, 
but in movies as well.” 
But H atch is positive 
about his own involvement. 
“ I ’m o p t i m i s t i c ,” he 
declares. “I want to be more 
meaningful.” 
How much time would he 
like to spend on Streets of 
San Francisco? He doesn’t 
want it to be prolonged. 
“ E veryone asso c ia te d 
with a show wants it to be 
Successful,” he generalizes. 
“But nobody wants it to be 
forever, no matter how good 
it is.” 
The big plus in co-star­ 
ring on this series is work­ 
ing with Malden. It’s an in­ 
valuable education, Hatch 
says. “He (Malden) is a m ar­ 
velous teacher. He’s so 
great to work with.” 
“He’s helped me to grow. 
This is different than any­ 
thing else I’ve ever done. 
The soaps stretched me as 
an actor, allowing me to 
work and relate on a one-to- 
one basis. They took me 
from an amateur and made 
me into a professional. Now 
I’m getting the advanced 
education.’’ 
In his first season on 
Streets of San Francisco, 
Hatch felt he was putting 
the character together. He 
feels he has won audience 
acceptance. 
: “No one has said to me

Realistic approach 


To many concerned with 
government and to many as­ 
sociated or related to govern­ 
ment, Governor Jerry Brown 
has established himself as 
somewhat of an enigma. 


When he was running for the 
top post in the state, he was 
the darling of the California 
State Employes’ Association. 
Today, one ought to read what 
they are calling him in their 
twice-a-month 
publication. 
He’s practically persona non 
grata. As far as they are con­ 
cerned, he is just a stubborn 
mink-type of a politician who 
won't give them what they 
want in pay increases, fringe 
benefits and pensions. 


The same can be said for the 


hierarchy of the state’s un­ 
iversity and college system. It 
seems to them the governor 
just has a terrible time under­ 
standing the workings of 
education and the amount of 
money required to keep the 
state’s educational system in 
fine tune. 
We, however, don’t go along 
with that. We think Governor 
Brown 
realistically 
unders­ 
t a n d s 
the 
e d u c a t i o n a l 
bureaucracy. 
For example, 
this week he refused to 
authorize a $4 million request 
of the state universities and 
colleges to establish remedial 
English programs in the in­ 
stitutions for incoming stu­ 
dents, estimated at 40 per cent 
of enroll ment, who are 


deficient in such skills. 
Brown doesn’t deny that 
remedial instruction is neces­ 
sary. He merely states that if 
the system wants it, they can 
pay for it by reducing spending 
elsewhere. “As they add a few 
things, let them subtract a few 
others,’’ he says. 


As one of his advisers ex­ 
plains, if the system needs 
remedial instruction, there is 
no reason why it couldn’t be 
made a required course for a 
degree, replacing one of the 
three-unit electives that they 
now have which could be 
ballet, swimming classes or 
watching television. 
How can they possibly argue 
with that logic? 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
A-Plant built near quake fault 


WASHINGTON - It started in the 
quiet darkness before dawn Two small 
leaks, seemingly insignificant, trickled 
down the canyon wall near the north end 
of the great earth-filled Teton Dam 
But three minutes before noon on the 
fearful Sunday, June 5, 1976. the 30-story 
dam split open, and a 
massive wall of w’ater 
r o a r e d 
o v e r 
t h e 
p e a c e f u l 
I d a h o 
countryside. 
Miraculously, only 14 
poeple died from the 
flood s ravages. But 
over a billion dollars 
worth of Idaho real es- 
t a t e 
w a s w a s h e d 
away Thousands were 
left homeless. 
S u b s e q u e n t 
i n ­ 
vestigations indicated 
that the dam should 
not have been built at 
all. For the Bureau of 
R eclam ation knew, 
long before a billion 
gallons of water backed up behind the 
dam, that it was a risky project The 
geology was tricky, the engineering 
dubious But unfortunately. Washington 
was more sensitive to the lobbying for 
the dam than to the scientific warnings 
against it And so the government built a 
monster called Teton 


ROVin’ Around with R.O.V. 


Now a worse disaster may be in the 
making on the California coast. A 
nuclear power plant is nearing comple­ 
tion near Diablo Canyon, just three miles 
from an earthquake line called Hosgri 
Fault 


The Hosgri Fault hadn't been dis­ 
covered when the government issued the 
construction perm it in 1968 But several 
eminent geologists warned that more 
care should be taken to locate possible 
faults in that earthquake-prone area. 


In 1971. Shell Oil geologists announced 
the discovery of the Hosgri Fault. They 
found it by using a method, ironically, 
that the nuclear facility's critics had un­ 
successfully urged the government to 
try 
Yet despite the earthquake danger, the 
government went ahead with the Diablo 
Canyon plant It doesn't take a geologist 
to figure out that an earthquake could 
rupture the nuclear power plant. TTiis 
could cause a radiation spill, with 
catastrophic consequences. 
The construction of the plant could 
have been stopped in 1971. of course, 
before the full $1.2 billion it cost to build 
it was spent Now it is too late to recover 
the enormous construction cost, the 
plant will soon be ready to open. 
However, it still requires an operating 
license from the Nuclear Regulatory 


Name-dropping hints 


V i’V \ 


As 1 was telling the governor the other 
day. there is nothing I loathe worse than 
a name-dropper 
(You'll notice that I have no particular 
aversion to being a title-d ro p p er. 
however I 
On the other hand, if a person in going 
to be a name-dropper, 
he ought to go about it 
the right way, and so 
to’help those who need 
assistance in perform ­ 
ing this art with fines­ 
se and style. I have 
gathered a few sugges­ 
tions based on obser­ 
vations of experts at 
work over the years. 
First of all, there 
seem to be three main 
reasons for dropping 
names: for social ad­ 
vancement. economic 
aggrandizement or to 
get b e tte r serv ic e 
from a waiter. 
To 
b e c o m e 
a 
proficient 
name-dropper. one should 
practice it — not at social gatherings or 
business conferences or the like but in 
front of a m irror, preferably with the aid 
of a tape recorder. 
Inflections m ust be practiced the 
most The name to be dropped never 
must be stressed. For instance, in this 
sentence: “ When I was talking to Gover­ 
nor Brown 
the thing that separates 
the am ateurs from the professionals is 
the way the name comes out. 
The am ateur will built up to the name 
while the pro tosses it away casually. He 
might even mumble it indistinctly so 
that he’ll be asked to repeat it more 
clearly 
In boxing, they say the worst thing a 
pugilist can do is to telegraph his 
punches — that is, give away what he is 
going to do next by the way he moves his 
fists 
An am ateur name-dropper gives away 
his lack of proficiency by such things as 
wiggling his eyebrows in anticipation 
before the nam e. Or he m ay say 
something like, “ When, ahem, Gene 
Autry and I were boys back in Oklahoma 
. . 
This is deadly when it comes to 
name-dropping for one of the three 
reasons mentioned before, unless your 
audience is made up of dolts who don’t 
need to be impressed by a dropped name, 
anyway 
A key rule for beginners is to be vague 


Distance is a big help in this regard If 
you' r e in L om poc, for example, 
Washington names are the best to drop 
and vice versa. 
Vagueness also calls for expressions 
like. “ I suggested that very thing to the 
Secretary of State the last time I was in 
Washington.” 
An experienced name- 
dropper never would say, “ When I was 
talking to Cyrus at the National Press 
Club last Wednesday, I suggested that 
v e r y i d e a . ” T h i s p i n p o i n t s a 
geographical location and a specific time 
that somebody might be able to check 
out. 


You can be sure that there are people 
who live only to trip up name-droppers 
One of them might stop you with, “ You 
saw Cyrus at the National Press Club on 
Wednesday** That’s strange. I was in the 
lobby of the Statler-Hilton Tuesday night 
when his doctor cam e down and said that 
he had put him to bed with the flu for at 
least 48 hours.” 
Such people are known as “ punc- 
turers" and they are the name-dropper’s 
natural enemy. 


Name-droppers should bone up for 
their activity by giving a careful reading 
to the newspaper. Name-droppers have 
been crushed by unwittingly dropping the 
name of someone who that very day had 
landed in the funeral notices. 
This is a calam itous error and only the 
most experienced and proficient of 
name-droppers should try to recover 
from it unless he knows the rule. 
If a puncturer catches you dropping 
the name of someone in the obits, you 
cry, “ Oh, no! Tell me that you’re only 
joking! " Then you’re free to rattle off all 
sorts of stories about the decedent whose 
name you’ve dropped and none of your 
stories can ever be checked out. 
The ultimate in name-dropping is to 
use no name at all. This takes some real 
know-how. Instead of dropping a name, 
you say. “Our Boy told me things are 
¡ooking'' or “The Man says we’re sitting 
pretty.” 
This kind of name-dropper can hint at 
all kinds of high connections by saying 
mysteriously something like, “ I can’t 
tell you who I was talking to today. 
but..." 
Nothing would please me more than to 
give you some more suggestions like 
these, but I have to stop now to keep an 
appointment. You'll never guess who is 
coming by to get my reaction to his in­ 
tention to run for President in 1980*

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Even St. Peter'd have trouble 
getting CIA head confirmation 


Commission, which 
is supposed to 
protect the public safety. 
The NRC is toughening its standards to 
make the Diablo Canyon plant more 
earthquake resistant. 
But no human 
engineering could guarantee the safety 
of a plant on the edge of an earthquake 
fault. 
The NRC’s project manager for the 
plant. Dennis Allison, told us that the 
commission's proposed safety regula­ 
tions give some com fort “ But not 
much " He acknowledged that the site 
“ turned out to be not such a great 
place.” 
Yet so much money and effort has 
been invested in the plant, and so many 
powerful politicians have backed it, that 
there is tremendous pressure to open it 
Allison said the operating license 
“probably" would be granted. 
It was also the site, according to con­ 
gressional findings, that doomed the 
Teton Dam 
But the politicians who 
promoted the dam and the bureaucrats 
who planned it have not been held ac­ 
countable for the billion-dollar disaster 
The Bureau of Reclamation, whose mis­ 
m anagem ent helped to produce the 
catastrophe, has been left unscathed 
Congress, of course, conducted its 
usual investigations, but these didn’t per­ 
turb Reclamation Commissioner Gil 
Stamm He told some bureaucrats, as we 
reported last year, that he “ wasn't los­ 
ing any sleep at night” over the congres­ 
sional inquiries. 
Now we have discovered additional 
evidence of his apparent nonchalance 
over the dam disaster At obscure House 
hearings. Stamm pooh-poohed the 
casualty count, which had then reached 
only 11 “The total number of deaths is 
11, three of which were gunshot wounds, 
two were suicides, one is a couple of days 
after the loss of the dam. the other two 
weeks after the loss..." he reported 
blandly to the Water and Power subcom­ 
mittee. 
It is true that the warnings reached 
most Idaho residents in time for them to 
escape the flood 
For this, the dam 
builders deserve no credit; thousands 
might have been drowned Stamm as­ 
sured us that he and his agency are “ex­ 
tremely sensitive” to the Teton Dam dis­ 
aster But if sterner m easures had been 
t a k e n 
a g a i n s t 
t h e r e s p o n s i b l e 
bureaucrats, the NRC might be a little 
less willing to issue an operating permit 
to a nuclear plant on the rim of an 
earthquake fault 


WASHINGTON - If by some m iracle 
St. Peter could be called down to earth to 
be nominated director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. I believe he might 
find difficulty in getting confirmation. 
You can imagine the questioning 
before the Senate intelligence commit­ 
tee: 
W eren't you at one 
time associated with a 
leader who held views 
that many considered 
to be close to com­ 
munism'* 
And didn't you as­ 
sociate with the ad­ 
vocacy of abandoning 
norm al, 
respectable 
life to pursue some 
creed or sect** 
No. I'm afraid he 
would not pass. 
While this is a slight 
allegorical exaggera­ 
tion. it serves to un­ 
derscore the dead-end 
that has resulted in the 
prolonged uproar over the CIA and the 
dark suspicions that hover over that 
beleaguered agency. Who is the perfect 
man with a life so unmarked, unscarred 
that he could qualify for the job? 
In the opinion of this observer. Jimmy 
C a r t e r was mi s t a ke n in naming 
Theodore Sorensen to be director of the 
CIA 
No m a t t e r what S o re n se n ’s 
abilities, and they are considerable, it 
was an appointment with political over­ 
tones That was a kind of luxury the new 
president could ill afford, in view of the 
fact that the CIA in the past three years 
has had three directors with resulting 
demoralization and uncertainty 
The Sorensen appointment com ­ 
pounded an earlier Carter mistake The 
then president-elect called CIA director 
George Bush to Plains to discuss the 
future of the agency. Named by Richard 
Nixon to be chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, Bush had won wide 
praise for his takeover of the intelligence 
agency after he had served as head of the 
liaison mission to Peking 
Bush said that, of course, his tenure in 
the CIA was entirely up to the president­ 
elect. C arter is said to have replied 
brusquely that Jan 20 would be an ap­ 
propriate date. 
Bush's close friends 
believe he was prepared to stay on for 
six months or more in the interests of 
continuity. 
This would have made an orderly and 
friendly transition possible As it is, the 
CIA is left rudderless. It may be difficult 
to find another appointee willing to take 
the place after the trial Sorensen has 
been put through. 
The Senate intelligence committee, 
reconstituted under a new chairman, 
Sen Daniel K. Inouye. D . Honolulu, for 
Berry’s World 
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“Fellow cabinet members, we've guessed 
wrong again. President Carter's wearing a suit 
and tie today!" 


an oversight function is reported ready 
to proceed with new investigatory hear­ 
ings quite apart from the problem of the 
director 
T hese can ma k e mor e splashy 
headlines like those of the months when 
Sen 
Frank Church presided over the 
committee. But this can only contribute 
further to the uncertain status of the 
agency and the doubts over the extent of 
its reach both in overt intelligence 
gathering and in the covert activities 
that, as they surfaced in the Senate hear­ 
ings, caused such an uproar. 
Within the CIA the feeling against 
Sorensen was strong. He was an outsider 
with no knowledge of intelligence opera­ 
tions This would mean he must start 
from the beginning in a long learning 
process and how would that affect the 
operation of a complex professional 
operation** 
With so much reported about the tran­ 
sition team s and their thorough explora­ 
tion of the whole appointment process, it 
is hard to see how the Sorensen misfor­ 
tune could have happened. 
A canvass of the members of the in­ 
telligence committee would have shown 
the likelihood of Sorensen s fate, given 
his background. It is fair to ask whether 
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such a canvass was made and why. if it 
was. Sorensen was nevertheless put in 
such a humiliating position 
Was his nomination seen as a payoff to 
the Kennedy faction of the party** If that 
was the intention, it was doubly unfor­ 
tunate 
The current report is that 
Sargent Shriver will be named ambas­ 
sador to Mexico Shriver, who was Sen 
George McGovern’s vice presidential 
candidate in 1972. is married to Eunice 
Kennedy, sister of Sen Edward Ken­ 
nedy 
Shriver. like Sorensen, has shown out­ 
standing ability in several positions 
beginning with the initiation of the Peace 
Corps But his knowledge of Mexico and 
Latin America is minimal. At this point, 
with Mexico going through a financial 
crisis under a new president, a pro with 
broad background is essential to replace 
the retiring ambassador. Joseph John 
Jova, who has been first-rate in a period 
of turmoil. 
As the new president has already dis­ 
covered. there are posts that are non­ 
political One of them is directorship of 
the CIA 
The same thing is true of 
critical ambassadorships. Jim m y Carter 
has learned in the Sorensen case the first 
painful lesson. 


Dirge of silent majority! 


Maintaining an attractive home, main­ 
taining an a ttra c tiv e com m ercial 
property are twin factors in the umbrella 
of city beautification The goal may dif­ 
fer with the individual. One property 
owner may maintain high standards of 
attractiveness as an economic con­ 
sideration: to maintain the market value 
of the property; another may simply 
want to create a little 
beauty in a sometimes 
ugly world; while still 
a n o t h e r 
m a y 
be 
motivated by some of­ 
ficial or unofficial 
pressure. 
It is the latter that 
has figured large in 
our concern for the 
whole city. The pur­ 
suit of the ideal goal 
has been an agony. 
The city has spent 
years, a decade at 
least, trying to get a 
man on Laurel Avenue 
to finish a commercial 
structure he began in 
good faith, in better 
times. A move to ban the permanent 
parking of recreational or commercial 
vehicles on public streets failed a few 
years ago, because neither the planning 
commission nor the city council could 
agree on a maximum length for parking 
on the streets Anything beyond a certain 
length, so the proponents argued, would 
have to be moved regularly or risk a fine. 
No one could agree on the length to come 
under the regulation. 
Auto wrecking yards have also figured 
large in the total picture, but they are a 
story all by themselves and for another 
time. 
The city did get a property nuisance 
ordinance that spelled out the un­ 
desirability of property neglect, for ex­ 
ample, broken windows or other visibly 
neglected 
featu res. 
E nforcem ent, 
however, has remained questionable. 
Now comes another chapter in the 
saga The planning commission has ap­ 
proved and sent along to the city council 
a proposal for landscaping maintenance 
provisions on multiple family and com­ 
mercial properties. It would be a step in 
the right direction the commission 
argued as it approved the measure. Com­ 
mission chairm an Bill Fick and commis­ 
sioner Jean Jacoby argued convincingly 
that it made no sense to require the 
developers of R-3 or commercial proper­ 
ties to put in plantings and not at the 
same tim e require them to maintain the 
plantings to certain standards. That 
argument was so logical as to have es­ 
caped notice until then. 
Opponents argued unsuccessfully that 
the laws of the m arketplace would see to 
it that the developer of a property would 
keep his property neat, simply because it 
meant the difference between economic 
success or failure. 
At the same time, the opponents 


pointed to the decrepit condition of some 
older established properties as the real 
threat to beautification That brought the 
focus of attention back to the unfinished 
building on Laurel Avenue and even to 
the unkempt yard down the street from 
most of us. It takes only one unkempt 
yard on a street to detract from all the 
houses on the street, said one observer, 
and down come property values 
The current landscaping provision 
deals only with new construction on mul­ 
tiple family — apartm ents — and com­ 
m ercial properties 
But what about 
single family homes, or duplexes? The 
expansion of the idea to those categories 
could be next, but that is uncertain to­ 
day. 
All this leads inevitably to the question 
that goes beyond landscaping and back to 
property nuisances and worse to possible 
violations of the city’s zoning laws For 
example: homeowners conducting com­ 
mercial or industrial operations visibly 
or demonstrably property degrading 
The county once got a court order to 
abate the use of a Mission Hills homesite 
for the sale, storage and display of old 
television sets and other once-used 
property It worked. Faced with cleaning 
up his property and abating the use or go­ 
ing to jail, the operator chose the 
former 
Now the old sets frequently 
overflow onto the sidewalk at his Lom­ 
poc location. 
But some observers say the fly in the 
ointment, so to speak, is that the city has 
put the burden on the individual resident 
for complaints on which to base official 
requests for court action The individual 
resident is obviously hesitant to sign 
complaints After all he has to live with 
his neighbors. I once told a city official 
that the city is well aware of violations, 
but thus far has refused to act. 


One official told me last week that the 
real problem was the lack of a “code en­ 
forcem ent" inspector. He said the city 
thus far was unable or unwilling to hire 
such an inspector. 


That’s where the question stood this 
week as the city council prepared to act 
on the landscape maintenance provision 


There are voices and they refuse to re­ 
main silent, telling us or asking us, What 
about property nuisances in general and 
why doesn't the city act when a simple 
tour around the city can turn up any 
number of questionable practices? 
Rhyme time
